Miss Fox 
presided over the operating rooms; Gus ran‘the brace shop; Dr. Barnett ran the 
Plaster Room most efficiently. JI learned many valuable lessons that have stood the 
, test of time at the Old Hospital, and I shall always have a soft spot in my heart 
for the many great men I came in contact with while serving my internship there, [ 
have two sons who will study medicine some dey after we finish with Tojo and Hitler, 
and I only hope they shall be fortunate enough to have internships at the Hospital.
